DISASTER AREA 
The immediate action is pos­ 
sible because Tam Valley has been 
declared a disaster area by the 
state and federal governments.

a $70,000 complete survey of pro­ 
jected flood control and drainage. 
The county, by its delay in m atch­ 
ing the city of Mill Valley’s prof­ 
fered $3,500 with $11,800 for such 
a study, has thus saved both city 
and county the expenditure, Mrs. 
Schultz said. The local apportion­ 
ment would have canceled chances 
of an Army Engineers’ study. 
(The $70,000 would not be an out­ 
right gift; 
it will 
be 
charged 
against the flood control zone if 
the voters approve a project based 
on the study. The emergency work, 
on the other hand, would be per­ 
formed at no cost to the county 
or property owners in the area.) 
OWNERS CAUTIOUS 
While the temper of the major­ 
ity was ‘‘let’s get something done 
now before it rains again,” the 
proposal for widening creek chan­ 
nels was greeted with caution by 
the creek owners themselves. Per­ 
sons living on creek frontage own 
‘‘out to the middle” and the county 
refuses to authorize the engnieers 
to undertake its proposed work 
without a release from the prop­ 
erty owners. 
Owners of homes other than on 
the creeks, which were the worst 
Inundated in the recent floods, 
waxed hot at the hesitant creek 
owners, who weathered the over­ 
flow reasonably well. They point­ 
ed out that there are two strong 
protective clauses in the release 
creek owners must sign to author­ 
ize the channel work.

Jensen Denies Culpability 


In Tie With Contractor 


San Rafael Councilman Fred 
Jensen, who has a financial in­ 
terest in a contracting firm which 
has done more than $30,000 worth 
of business for the city in the past 
six months, said today he has done 
nothing wrong and “I do not 
intend to resign.” 
He said he would contact his 
attorney to see what steps if any 
he should take. 
Jensen said he sold his contract­ 
ing firm to Piombo and Bresnan 
last year before he took the city 
post. He still holds a mortgage on 
the firm. Piombo and Bresnan pro­ 
ceeded to bid for city work and 
won the Mission avenue paving job 
for $31,918. 
This amount was paid to the 
contractors when the paving job 
from Irwin street to Lincoln ave­ 
nue was completed last year. 
Jensen said he did not realize 
there was anything irregular in 
Piombo and Bresnan’s bidding for 
and winning city jobs. When the 
city engineering department called 
his attention to the fact th at a 
firm with any financial ties with 
a city official cannot do business 
with 
the 
city, 
Jensen 
himself 
promptly brought it up at the 
council meeting last week. 
City Atty. Harold Haley quoted 
the city charter which says “No 
officer shall be interested in any 
contract made by him in 
his 
official capacity, or by any body 
or board of which he is a member, 
and any such contract shall be null 
and void.” 
On instruction by the city coun­ 
cil, City Manager Wilber Smith 
notified Piombo and Bresnan that 
the city cannot legally contract

Judge Charles W. Fricke, who pre­ 
sided at the Caryl Chessman kid- 
nap-rape trial in Los Angeles in 
1948, was questioned closely in 
federal court today by Chessman’s 
attorney in connection with dis­ 
puted stenographic notes of the 
trial. 
Fricke, a superior court judge 
since 1927, praised Ernest R. Perry, 
his court reporter, who died be­ 
fore he could complete transcrip- 
tiozi of the Chessman trial notes. 
Judge Fricks said Perry was “a 
very qualified reporter,” selected 
for his court by Fricke, who could 
pick anyone he wanted. 
Chessman, 34. in the hearing be- 
foz* Federal Judge Louis E. Good­ 
man on a petition for a writ of 
habeas corpus to free him from 
San Quentin Prison’s Condemned 
Row, contends the Perry notes 
were indecipherable because Perry 
used his own peculiar system of 
shorthand. 
The convict-author also argued 
that Stanley Fraser, who took over 
the transcription after Perry died, 
compiled 
a 
“fraululent” 
trans­ 
script to Chessman’s appeal from 
his death sentence. 
Judge Fricke said that while he 
never made an Inquiry as to al­ 
teration of changing of the Perry 
notes, said there was “no indica­ 
tion to lead me to enter into an 
Inquiry of that sort.” 
He said he had ‘‘an Impression” 
that it was reported to him by 
several court reporters that Per­ 
ry’s notes could not be read with 
precise accuracy, but that Fraser 
could read them. 
“I got the 
information that 
Fraser was familiar with the type 
of shorthand used by Perry,’ he 
continued. He said J. Miller Leavy, 
deputy district attorney who prose­ 
cuted Chessman, was one of those 
who told him that. 
George T. Davis, Chessman’s at­ 
torney, who called Fricke as a 
wntness, asked the Judge when, for 
the first time, he heard that Fra­ 
ser and Leavy were related. The 
judge said It was about a year 
later.

Chessman's '48 
Judge Quizzed 
On Trial Notes 


SAN' 'FRANCISCO (JF)—Superior 
Judge Charles W„ frlcke, who pre­ 
sided at the Caryl Ch.essm.an kid­ 
nap-rape trial in .Los .Angeles in 
1948, was questioned closely ’to. 
federal court today by Chessman’s 
attorney in connection with dis­ 
puted stenographic notes of the 
trial. 
frlcke, a superior court Judge 
,sta.ee 1927, praised Ernest R. Perry, 
his court reporter, who died be­ 
fore he could complete transcrip­ 
tion of the Chessman trial notes. 
Judge Fricks said. Perry was “'a 
very qualified reporter,’* selected 
for his court, by Frlcke, who could 
pick anyone he w,an,ted. 
Chessman, 34, in. the hearing be­ 
fore Federal, Judge Louis E. Good­ 
man on a petition, for a writ of 
habeas corpus to' free him. from. 
San Quentin. Prison's Condemned 
Row, contends 'the Perry notes 
'were Indecipherable because Perry 
used hi* own peculiar system, of 
shorthand. 
'The convict-author .also argued 
that Stanley Frasear, who took, over 
the transcription after Perry died, 
compiled a "fraululent"' 'trans- 
script to Chessman’s appeal from 
his death sentence. 
Judge .Frlcke said, that while he 
never made an Inquiry as to' al­ 
teration. of changing of the Perry 
notes, said there w u “no indica­ 
tion to' lead me to enter into an 
Inquiry of that sort,”

several court reportera that Per­ 
ry's antea could not be .read with 
precise accuracy, but that Fraser1 
could, read them.

The Virginia governor said the 
idea for the conference grew out 
of telephone conversations 
and 
when such a meeting was suggest­ 
ed, he invited the other governors 
to Virginia. 
This is the second gathering of 
Southern governors here since the 
May 1954 Supreme Court, .ruling. 
Nine Southern, governors met in 
Richmond at Stanley's suggestion 
in June of that year. But they de­ 
cided ttne m atter was so complex 
it required individual state action 
and ruled out any joint approach.

Zoning Reversal 


Members 
of 
Marin 
Planning 
Commission made some caustic 
remarks yesterday about a recent 
court decision w h i c h reversed 
action by the commission and the 
board of supervisors in changing 
zoning from industrial to residen­ 
tial on Tiburon boulevard. 
By the same reasoning, said 
Commissioner Lloyd Rasmussen of 
Novato, “you might just as well 
rezone the top of Mt. Tamalpais 
to industrial because that would 
make it more valuable.” 
The decision, made recently by 
i Superior Judge Dudley G. Mc­ 
Gregor of Oroville in Marin Su­ 
perior Court, stated that the coun­ 
ty through the supervisors (which 
upheld the planning commission 
in the matter) “acted in excess of 
its power and (the action) is un- 
coastitutional and void.” 
PROPERTY INVOLVED 
The property involved is that 
of C. L. Griffin and his wife, Etna, 
extending 307 feet along the north 
side of Tiburon boulevard west of 
Knoll road, 275 feet in dppth. 
Griffin conducts a f u r n i t u r e 
manufacture and repair business 
on a back section of the property. 
Planning Director Mary Sum­ 
mers said Griffin agreed at the 
time of his purchase of the prop­ 
erty to restrict the use of the prop­ 
erty to operation of a hobby shop 
by deed restriction. This would in­ 
clude manufacture and repair of 
furniture. 
This agreement was the basis on 
which the planning commission 
approved light industrial use of 
the land, Mrs. Summers said. 
According to planning engineer 
Rowland Darnell, Griffin has in­ 
dicated he wanted to build a 
service station on the property. To 
avoid this, the board of supervis­ 
ors, on recommendation of the 
planning commission, rezoned the 
property to residential in 1954. 
RESTORES VALUE 
The court reversal of the re­ 
zoning restores to the 
Griffin 
property a value which has been 
appraised at $73,000 for light in­ 
dustrial use. Trial t e s t i m o n y 
placed the residential value at 
$8,000. 
Mrs. Summers yesterday told 
planners she had an opinion from 
Deputy Dist. Atty. Leland Jordan 
that history of the zoning of the 
land had erroneously been exclud­ 
ed from the trial testimony. 
She said that while the court 
had ruled th at public welfare and 
necessity did not require the land 
not be used for industry, “this 
commission and the board of sup­ 
ervisors did, in fact, find that pub­ 
lic welfare demanded th at (the 
land) 
be zoned for residential 
(use).” 
Adding to his remark about the 
top of Mt. Tamalpais, Rasmussen 
said “Topography is one of the 
prime factors to consider in in­ 
dustrial use of land.” He said the 
property would require extensive 
excavation to make it suitable for 
industrial use. 
DETRIMENTAL TO VALUES 
The 
commission 
also 
in 
its 
earlier decision to rezone the prop- 
trey claimed that outright indus­ 
trial use of the land, beyond the 
operation of a hobby shop, would 
be detrimental to values of adja­ 
cent residential property. 
Mrs. Summers stated, “I would 
recommend that the commission 
recommend to the board of super­ 
visors that the district attorney 
be instructed to appeal (the deci­ 
sion) on the basis that the history 
of the zoning was erroneously ex­ 
cluded from the trial record.” 
Rasmussen made a motion to 
this effect, but after more dis­ 
cussion and a remark by Mrs. 
Summers that a copy of Jordan’s 
opinion would probably be pre­ 
sented to the board of supervisors 
today, the commission took no 
formal action.

AGREEMENT REACHED Recall Move's 


ON PARADISE DRIVE 


County Would Repair Road, Corte Madera 
Take Over Maintenance In Gradual Stages 


Legal Status 


Still In Doubt 


A plan through which the county 
would repair Paradise drive this 
year and Cor te Madera would 
gradually 
take 
over 
its entire 
maintenance by 1966 has been 
agreed upon by legal and engineer 
representatives of the county and 
the town. 
Agreement, revealed this morn­ 
ing by Corte Madera Public Works 
Director A. H. Brandow, must be 
ratified by the county board of 
supervisors and the Corte Madera 
Town Council. 
Under the plan, 
a 
7,000-foot 
strip of Paradise drive—from the 
eastern limits of Corte Madera to 
the spot at which the road turns 
parallel to Highway 101—would be 
repaired this year with $5,530 now 
available in the county treasury 
for that purpose. 
Then, in suc­ 
ceeding years until 1966, the county 
and town would put up a total of 
$900 a year—$500 for maintenance 
and $400 for repaving every five 
years—with the county putting up 
90 per cent in 1957, 80 per cent in 
1958 and so on until Corte Madera 
took over the entire maintenance 
cost in 1966. 
The plan, said Brandow, 
was 
evolved with the facts in mind that 
(1) Corte Madera now collects less 
than $400 annually from property 
abutting on the section of Para­ 
dise drive in question and (2) in 


enough property taxes from 
the 
area to support maintenance of 
the street. 
Army-owned Paradise drive, in 
bad disrepair for many years be­ 
cause neither the county nor the 
town would agree to maintain it, 
was recently—and inadvertently 
annexed by Corte Madera. 
The 
Army offered the deed 
to 
the 
county, which refused on grounds 
that the Army was trying to palm 
off an inferior road (it had re­ 
aligned Paradise drive after tak­ 
ing it over in connection with a 
proposed 
ammunition 
dump 
in 
1945). 
The board of supervisors 
set aside $5,500 for repair of the 
street but Corte Madera would not 
accept it since doing so, 
town 
fathers felt, would be tantam ount 
to acceptance of the road. 
After the recent storms, resi­ 
dents of the Paradise drive area 
angrily demanded that the county 
and the town take action on fix­ 
ing the street which had 'drtually 
disintegrated. Last week the town 
council agreed to accept m ainten­ 
ance if the county would help. 
Hence the agreement. The pro­ 
posal has been forwarded to the 
board of supervisors, which may 
act on it this week. If the super: 
visors approve the plan, it may 
be put into effect after approval 
next month by the Corte Madera

Members of Marin Planning 
Commission made some caustic 
remarks yesterday about a recent 
court decision which reversed 
action by the commission and the 
board of supervisors in changing 
zoning from industrial to residen­ 
tial on Tiburón boulevard.

Griffin conducts a f u r n I fc u r e 
manufacture and repair business 
on a back section of the property. 
Planning Director Mary Sum­ 
mers said Griffin agreed at the 
time of his purchase' of the prop­ 
erty to restrict the use of the prop­ 
erty to operation of a hobby shop 
by deed restriction. This would in­ 
clude manufacture and repair of 
furniture. 
This agreement was the basis on 
which the planning commission 
approved light industrial use of 
the land, Mrs. Summers said. 
According to planning engineer 
Rowland Darnell, Griffin has in­ 
dicated he wanted to build a 
service station on the property. To 
avoid this, the board of supervis­ 
ors, on recommendation of the 
planning commission, rezoned the 
property to residential in 1954. 
RESTORES VALUE 
The court reversal of the re- 
zoning restores to the Griffin 
property a value which has been 
appraised at $73,000 for light in­ 
dustrial use. 'Trial t e s t i m o n y 
placed the residential value at 
$8.000. 
Mrs.. Summers yesterday told 
planners she had an opinion from 
Deputy Dist. A tty. Leland Jordan 
that history of the zoning of the 
land had erroneously been exclud. 
ed from the trial testimony. 
She said that while the court 
had ruled that public welfare and 
necessity did not require the land 
not be used for industry, “this 
commission and the board of sup­ 
ervisors did, in fact, find that pub­ 
lic welfare demanded that (the 
land) be zoned for residential 
(use).” 
Adding to his remark about the 
top of Mt. Tamalpais, Rasmussen 
said ‘‘Topography is one of the 
prime factors to consider In in­ 
dustrial use of land.” He said the 
property would require extensive 
excavation, to make it suitable for 
.industrial use. 
DETRIMENTAL TO VALUES 
The commission, also to. Its 
earlier decision to rezone the prop- 
trey claimed that outright indus­ 
trial use of the land, beyond the 
operation of a hobby shop, would 
be detrimental to values of adja­ 
cent residential property. 
Mrs. Summers stated, “I would 
recommend that the commission 
recommend to the board of super­ 
visors that the district attorney 
be instructed to appeal (the deci­ 
sion) on the basis that the history 
of the zoning was erroneously ex­ 
cluded from the trial record.” 
Rasmussen made a motion to 
this effect, but after more dis­ 
cussion and a remark by Mrs.

Other, still better vac­ 
cines may emerge from addition­ 
al research. Vaccine, moreover, is 
not the only objective of research.

Simish’s political influence may 
or may not have been in Mach- 
iavelli’s class but he did produce 
results. A hard core of supporters 
in the Assembly was all he need­ 
ed to get his way in the Legis­ 
lature.

Today’s run was added to yes 
terday’s h eat to provide an ag­ 
gregate tim e for the official try ­ 
outs. M onti placed first w ith a 
total tim e of 2:44.54 and W ash­ 
bond was second with 2:46.53.

If anyone beats the Italians, who 
know the bob run here like their 
own streets, it probably w'ill be 
the Americans. 
K enneth L. (Tug) Wilson, the 
American O l y m p i c comm ittee 
president, said the U nited States 
bobs have not cut loose yet and 
have, braked heavily when m aking 
fast turns. 
In the speed skating, W illiam 
Carow of Madison, Wis., was only 
1.1 seconds behind R ussia’s Eu- 
geniy G rishin when the latter set 
a 40.2 world record in the 500 
meters. 
Uncle Sam ’s hockey team also 
is strong and m ight challenge the 
Russians, C anadians and Czecho­ 
slovakians.

Like klm ost everything 
else, the second half of C alifornia’s 
split waterfowl season was w ashed out by the December storm s, the 
D epartm ent of Fish and Game reported. 
C entral Valley floods closed two of the state s public shooting 
areas and scattered ducks 
and 
geese out of reach of the hunter. 
Up to th a t point it had been an 
excellent season with the 
first 
half fa r above the 1954 figures. 


For the season which ended 
January 15, 48,410 hunters bag­ 
ged 99,107 birds for an average 
of 2.8, »till better than the 2.3 
average per hunter day during 
the previous season. 


The num ber of hunters using 
state areas declined from 1954 
w ith 
50,765 
nim rods using 
the 
areas in th a t season. Floods which 
closed areas and cut access were 
blam ed for the decline. 
Grizzly Island topped the areas 
in num ber of hunters, playing host 
to 9,824 hunters who had an aver­ 
age daily bag of 3.4 birds. Colusa’s 
3.7 birds per hunter was the high 
average.

A Growing Minority Are Hastening 


The Changing Of Moral Standards 


Our moral standards change. I 
know that. But must they change 
so fast? Many of you have written 
describing your feelings toward 
teen-age “necking.” I asked you 
to write. Remember? Each mall 
brings new letters. Thanks for 
sending them. 
Most of you feel exactly as I 
do. Promiscuous petting Is risky. 
It is to be discouraged. But a 
growing minority of you disagree. 
Some of you don’t condemn it. 
You look upon petting as an ap­ 
proved part of the social life of 
your teen-agers. You wonder why 
the rest of us feel as we do.- You 
call us old fogeys, 
A few of you quote Alfred Kin­ 
sey. Remember what he had to 
say about necking? He said It 
helped a girl learn how to become 
a hapyy wile. He even thought 
going the limit was all right, for 
the same reason. Kinsey’s books 
have had a wide sale. I can see 
now 'that they've had a big effect 
upon some families. 
Other people say they've resign­ 
ed themselves to the Inevitable. 
They feel that no m atter what 
they say, their kids will neck. So 
why fight lt? A few are like 'the 
mother I mentioned two weeks ago. 
They have taught their teen-agers 
how to prevent pregnancy. For 
them there are no moral stand­ 
ards.
